a strong guerilla attack to- 
day on Grevena, about 40

force of from 1,200 to 4,500 men 
equipped with heavy weapons 
launched the attack at 3 a.m 

The spokesman said the initial 
assault forced back guard posts 
outside Grevena, a town of 4,000 in 
the Pindus mountain foothills 
southeast of the Mount Grammos

“The attack was repelled and the 
g@uerillas were decimated,” the 
spokesman said

Alberta’s Crop Outlook 


With good luck and a little more mois- 
ture, Alberta could take off, this year, the 
biggest wheat crop in the history of the 
province. But the critical days lie just 
ahead. Heat will not help in late July and 
early August, but more rain is needed every- 
where. 

There are approximately 7,201,000 acres 
in wheat in Alberta this year. Out of the 16 
districts into which the province is divided 
for purpose of crop comparisons, the outlook 
in six is fair to good, in five it is good, in one 
it is very good, in three it is fair and in only 
one is it poor. 

Damage, up to date, from heat, wind, 
hail, frost and cutworms is variable. There 
is no damage at all in five districts, there is 
5% damage in two districts, none to 10% in 
two, none to 5% in one, 10% in one, none to 
15% in one, 4% in one, none to 35% in one 
8% in one and 15% in one. 

Altogether this is a very favorable sit- 
uation for this time of year and should 
moisture in adequate quantities arrive soon 
enough, Alberta, as a whole, may produce 
a bumiper crop. 


Edmonton’s Growth 


Fina! figures released by the Dominion 
bureau of statistics, based on the 1946 cen- 
sus, show that the population of the city of 
Edmonton has increased by almost 20,000 in 
a five year period. 

’ Calgary, it is shown, gained from 88,904 
to 100,044 between 1941 and 1946. 

The final count for Edmonton shows a 
growth from 93,817 in 1941 to 113,116 in 
1946. 

This is a population enlargement 
more than 20 per cent. 

This increase in population is large en- 
ough to be exceedingly gratifying without 
being so large as to create a suspicion of 
mushroom growth. 

It is the highest rate of growth at 
which growth can be sound and healthy. 

When population increases too rapidly, 
it is usually due to some artificial and non- 
permanent factors. When population in- 
creases at the rate recorded here, it is due 
to natural and permanent factors. That is to 
say, Edmonton's population 
fixed one. It is here to stay

THE RECORDS are of conver 
sations he had with one of his 
counsel during the Nuernberg 
trials. The lawyer, Dr Werner 
Bross, Go@ring’s assistant defence 
counsel, made copious ‘notes of his 
talks with the No. 2 Nazi at Nuern 
berg between January and July 
1946. A portion of these notes, de 
scribed as “abounding in intimate 
information,” have been disclosed 
to The Associated Press 


At one point in their conversat 
fons in Nuernberg jail and court 
house, Dr. Bross noted, Goering 
turned to him and said 
» “T'll tell you one thing. I have 
earned now that one must not take 
half measures. If I were ever in 
power again I would completely 
exterminate the Czechs and the 
Jews. Then at least, come what 
may, two etlmic European groups 
that will only cause us more 
misery would be destroyed. One 
must be completely ruthless in 
such matters.” 

THIS WAS THE same Goering 
who, while on the witness stand 
pretended ignorance of and at 
tempted to shirk any blame for 
the liquidation of millions of Jews 
by the Nazis 

Bross said Goering also would 
have liked to massacre some of 
his co-defendants at Nuernberg 

“The object of his greatest wrath 
was Ribbentrop,” Dr. Bross wrote 
“Next in line were Frank, Kalten- 
brunner, and Speer 


ing but scorn for Doenitz, his 
rival as Hitler's successor, and 
Doenitz was livid with rage when 
Goering insultingly termed his 
short-lived rule after Hitler's 
death a ‘week-end regime.’ He 


ridiculed his co-defendants because 
hey were frequently praying ia 
their cells or scribbling notes.” 
UNITED STATES experts who 
studied Dr. Bross’ notes remark- 
ed that “like Hitler and Goebbels 
in April 1945 Goering was still ob- 
sessed in July, 1946, by the
